The rise in prices that is in pros­ 
pect promises to be due to the mills, 
rather than to the crops, which are far 
better than last year, if not record- 
breaking all around. 
The mills in 
Austria-Hungary want, this year, six 
Kronen instead of 4.20 as last year 
for milling the same quantity of grain, 
and will get it unless the protests of 
the cities are made effective. 
Reports from all over Austria-Hun­ 
gary, especially along the lower Dan­ 
ube and from Bulgaria and Roumania, 
indicate that there will be a bumper 
crop. 
In sharp contrast to last year, 
the weather has been almost ideal, 
with about the right 
proportion 
of 
sunshine and rain, and with little or 
no late frost to nip early planting.

The action of the United States In 
holding the Deutschland to be a mer­ 
chantman means that the vessel and 
other commerce carrying submarines 
must be treated on the high seas as 
oilier merchantmen are treated. 
In 
other words, they can not be attack1 
ed without warning and all passen­ 
gers and all members 
of 
the crew 
must be removed to safety 
before 
the vessel can be destroyed. 
Tile allied diplomats say that rule 
can not possibly be enforced and tho* 
is an additional reason the Deutsch­ 
land should be regarded as a man of 
wrar. 
To warn a sifimarine would mean 
its prompt submersion and then it 
could not be found. Moreover, it is 
impossible to tell the difference be­ 
tween a mercantile 
and 
an armed 
submarine, and a vessel giving warn­ 
ing probably would find that she had 
done so to her cost.

legal hangings in K an­ 
sas. 
The court’s order, which was | 
issued som e time ago, 
stated 
that 1 
Stroud should be executed July 21 on 
the Fort L eavenw orth m ilitary reser­ 
vation, which is United States prop­ 
er! y. 
Not since August, 1870, when Wil­ 
liam Dickson was h anged in the jail 
yard at Leavenworth, has th ere b**en 
a legal hanging within the borders of 
th e state, according to records at the 
K ansas State H istorical society here, 
’rid s fact was m ade possible, it was 
pointed out, by the “conscience law ” 
followed by every go ernor in K an­ 
sas which precluded the signing of 
death w arrants. 
In 1907 the K ansas legislature made 
this law a fact and abolished capital 
punishm ent in the state. 
Up to that 
tim e it was possible to give m urderers 
a “one year and hang” sentence under 
a law passed in 1868. 
The legislators 
at that time, accounts read, decided 
that the m axim um 
punishm ent 
for 
m urder should he one year of hard 
labor in the state 
penitentiary 
and 
then death by hanging. 
Records at the K ansas penitentiary 
at Lansing today show’ there are four­ 
teen prisoners who are serving “one 
y e a r and hang” sentences, having been 
saved from death by the “conscience” 
law. 
All of these prisoners are men, 
Hie only woman hang prisoner, Mollie 
Stew art, having been paroled by Gov­ 
ern o r A rthur Capper in Septem ber, 
1915.

In M any Cases Windows Have to Be 
Kept Closed Tight— Use Split- 
Log Drag After Rains.

When dry w eather comes the dust 
from the road becomes a great nui­ 
sance to the housewife who lives near 
the road. 
In many cases windows 
have to be kept closed tight to lessen 
the am ount of dust th at seeps in. The 
most effective way of reducing the 
dust nuisance is the use of a split-Iog 
drag on the road after every ruin. 
The road dust comes largely from the 
grinding up of the turned-up edges of 
ruts made by wheels and horses’ hoofs. 
These cannot form unless w ater can 
stand on the roadbed and w ater can­ 
not stand on the roadbed if it is kept 
well crowned and well packed as it 
will be if the road drag is used regu­ 
larly.

Lute W elch cair** to Sedalia in 1876 


from Pennsylvania. 
Previous lo that 
he had been an engineer on the I)., 
L. & W . railw ay and also superintend­ 
ent of a road between Ithaca, N. Y.. 
and Sayre, Pa. 


M r. W elch was known b\ all of the 
old-time railroaders on the K aty and 
was held in high esteem. 
He was 73, 
years old. 


On first coming to Sedalia he held a 
run as conductor on the K aty between 
this city and Fo rt Scott, Has.

of

Hannibal division came a few7 years 
later, and in 1892 he was transferred 
to Parsons, Has., as superintendent 
of all the K a ty lines entering that 
city.
